new name adopted was the South Penn* 
sylvania Railroad Company. 
The cap- 
ital vvas fized at 
000,000.

F, Baer, of Reading, is president. 


A Baltimore 
dispatch says: " I t 
is 
learned from reliable sources here that 
the South Pennsylvania RaUroad Com- 
pany has been reorganized mainly in 
the interest of 
the Reading and the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
While 
it is reported from New York that the 
Vanderbilts v/ill not 
antagonize 
the 
Pennsylvania's interests, it is stated in 
Baltimore that the construction of the 
South Pennsylvania Road will be com- 
pleted to gratify the ambition of the 
Reading for a rival line to the Penn- 
sylvania west of Harrisburg. 


Some years ago Robert Garret, then 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and Phesident Hood, of the Western 
Maryland, were in negotiation with the 
late William H. Vanderbilt for connec- 
tions 
with 
the South 
Pennsylvania. 
While the death of Mr, Vanderbilt put 
a stop temporarily to the arrangements, 
the scheme was recently revived 
and 
will now be carried through. Baltimore 
and Ohio and Western Maryland offi- 
cials are reported to have already held 
conferences with the new management 
of the South Pennsylvania. As the lat- 
ter road is being constructed in an air 
line direction west from Harrisburg, it 
will probably be connected with the 
Baltimore and Ohio at .some point on 
the-Pittsburg division of the latter, be- 
tween Cumberland and Rockport."

Mr. Roller, evi- 
dently feeling that he must try to do 
something for himself, got out of the 
cart and leaned 
over the. wheel, in 
which condition he was seen by some 
of Mr. Seitz's family. 
A moment af- 
ter the mule walked away and Mr. K . 
sank down in the road. Mr. Seitz start- 
ed to catch the mule, and his son went 
to the assistance of Mr. K . 
whom'he 
found unconscious. The insensible man 
was taken to the house and laid on the 
porch, they thinking he v.'as drunk,and 
claiming they did not know who he 
was, althoiigh Mr. Seitz was well ac- 
quainted with him. 
About 11 o'clock 
the Seitz family retirecji before which 
they carried the gilent visitor inio the 
kitchen.—There alone t h a t ^ i g h t Mr. 
K . breathed his last, and in the morn- 
ing when the Seitz family a r o s i they 
found him cold in death. 
Meanwhile 
at his home there was great uneasmess 
on account of his absence. Drs. Ware- 
hime and Yost were called to a post 
mortem; they discovered a large clot of 
blood on the brain showing that a small 
blood vessel had burst and caused pa- 
ralysis. 
This is a sad case. 
Tne last 
dying efforts of*tbis man to summon 
help were interprtfed as the actions of 
a drunken man, although Mr. 
Koller 
never was known to have been under 
the influence of liquor. He was one of

enterprising and energetic 
citizens that New Freedom had.

A Chester 
County 
Wonder. 


W e s t Chester Local News, 


On the Barren Hills, a wild sfretch 
of 
Woodland, 
near 
the 
Brandywine 
Manor, this county^is a natural curios- 
ity 6qual to anything in the 
Eastern 
States. 
It is an inland lake, which is 
always full of water, yet apparently has 
no,outlet and no streams flow into it 
to replenish it. 
This natural reservoir 
is situated in the highest and wildest 
portion ot the hills about two miles to 
the northwest of Brandywine 
Manor 
and is far from any road. 
The banks 
are high and slope gently like the sides 
of a lunnel, the lake being circular in 
form. 
A visitor to the spot, who acci- 
dently came upon the spot while gun- 
ning, states that the water covers about 
half an acrc, is of unknown depth and 
black. 
The 'basin is surrounded 
by 
huge boulders thrown up as though by 
some great convulsion of the earth and 
the banks ol the reservoir are from ten 
to fifteen feet in height. 
The 
water 
evidently 
comes 
Irom 
some 
under- 
ground spring and is bitter to the taste 
as though impregnated with some min- 
eral. 
The basin has the same appear- 
ance as the extinct crater of a volcano. 


Spotted 
fever has broken out 
in 
Union county, K y . 
It made its ap- 
pearance at Henshaw a few days ago. 
Since that time over a score of chil- 
dren have been attacked, and in each 
case fatally. 
The disease is identical 
in all its symptoms with that which last 
summer carried off 25ci victims in Web- 
ster, an adjoining county.'In that epi- 
demic neither sex nor age were spared.

They have no funds

While 
discrimination 
in 
taxation 
may have something to do with the pre 
vailing hard times among farmeis, it is 
by no means the chief cause 
of 
their 
troubles. 
Low prices of their products 
' ot the farm, caused by 
the 
enormous 
increase in production not only in this 
country but all 
ovei' the 
world, 
has 
been the chief factor in 
causing 
the 
'great depreciation in the value of farm- 
ers who have been 
bearing a 
heavy 
burden of debt. 
Another cause of the 
failure of farmers is the fact that many 
have bought their farms at high pnces, 
partly on credit, and the depreciation 
in land values reduced 
the 
security, 
making the lender anxious to realize, 
while the lessoning of produQls, made 
it impossible even to keep up the in- 
terest. 
Farmers soembarresed have to 
go to thewall. Other farmers,themselves 
insolvent 
have 
become 
embarressed 
thiough injudicious endorsing of notes 
for relatives or friend, or through out- 
side speculations. 
But farmers are not 
the only people who fail 
financially 
from these causes. 
Men in all kinds 
of business fail from endorsing, depre- 
ciation in values and speculation in or 
outside of their legitmate business. 


We believe farming to be as safe a 
business as any man can engage 
in, 
although it may not be as profitable as 
some others. 
But to be safe the far- 
mer must have adequate capital. 
A 
man living on his own farm, if at 
all 
productive, without debts, cannot fail 
from any depreciation in the value of 
land or from any possible decrease in 
prices of grain, &c. 
He can always 
wrest from the soil a living for himself 
and family and, as he has no interest 
to pay, and does not wish if sensible, 
to run into debt, it matters not 
how 
much or how little he estimates the val- 
ue of his land per acre. 
The content* 
ed,hard working farmer, living on his 
own land, is the most independent man 
on earth, or can be so if he wills it. 


The objection may be made, that 
every farmer can not live on his own 
farm, nor can every farmer be out of 
debt. 
This is true, but it is equally 
true of all other kinds of business. 
If 
a man has not sufficient capital for any 
business in which he may venture, he 
runs-a great risk of failure; and if he is 
at all extravagant in his expenditures 
and not a very close and exact mana- 
ger, his failure is assured, whether he be 
a merchant, a mechanic, or a farmer.

The,Countess was a Bristol brig,owned 
iu' part and commanded 
by 
Captain 
Thomas, who Avas not only a thorough 
scannn but a man of (excellent 
heart. 
We were bound out to Georgetown, in 
British Guinea, with orders to 
call at 
Jamaica, 
This was my third 
voyage 
with Captain Thomas, the other two ex- 
tending only to ports in Spain and re- 
turn. 
I was an apprentice, or ship's 
boy, having nothing to do with the cabin 
but living with'the crew iu the fo'castle 
and leaniing to be a sailor, * On the day 
we left Bristol I 'was fourteen years of 
age, and stout and* robust for a boy of 
my size. 
We carried two mates, a cpok 
and seven men before the mast. " 


After we left ] ort and got 
things 
'iiiip-shape I liad opportunity to look over 
che crew and see what they were made 
of, and I was not long in making up my 
mind, boy that I was, that we had shipped 
hard lot. 
Ther5 is always a leader in 
the fo'castle, anct in those daj's it was the 
best fighter. It wasn't three days before 
a burl}'' big fellow, who -went by thfe 
name of *'Bristol Bob," but whose real 
name was Havens, had established him- 
self as *'boss." 
At sea the first mate 
stands his own watch, while the second 
mate stands for the Captain. 
Our second 
mate was named Migner, and I was in 
his watch, as was also Bristol Bob and a 
couple of his chums. 
The first mate was 
named Parker, and it soon transpired that 
he was a good seamen but a man of little 
tact or judgment. 
While the Captain 
was too lenient he was'too harsh, and we 
had not been at sea a week before the 
second mate did not seem to be clear as 
to whether he should side with the men 
or the 9fiicers. 


Before reaching Jamaica the crew had 
been on the point of mutiny half a dozen 
times. 
There had been blows and kicks 
and cuff's; tho first mate had been knocked 
down; the Captain had called the crew 
aft and made them a speech; the second 
mate had given the men to understand 
that he sided with them • on reaching Ja- 
maica every one of the crew Avould 'have 
deserted but for the ))lans of the ring- 
leader, He had already sown seeds which 
were taking root. 
The Captain did ex-

as much to Mr. Parker,

ihrer Grown 'on. Oue Acre—U.ow 
It "Was Done. 


The acre entered by Mr. ZL J. Drake 


-srasa sandy soil in Marlboro County, 
:South Carolina. The original growth 
was oak, hickory and long leaf pine. 
'Three years ago. before the land was im- 
proved, eight; dollars per acre was a fail- 
valuation, while, thirty years ago, the 
plantation of which this acre is an aver- 
age specimen •vvas coiled by its owner 
•*'Starvation's Empire.'" It had a gentle 
: slope, with northern- expasure, and was 
naturally well drained. The acre was a 
fair specimen of much of the poor land 
in the South, and its improvement and 
productiveness affords an instructive les- 
son. 
As iate as 1835, when it was in 


-corn. i~ made a poor crop—practically 
nothing. In ISSti the acre yielded about 
-300 pounds of seed cotton, two dollars' 
-worth of ammoniated fertilizer being 
used in the way common to ordinary cot- 
ton culture. The fertility was '.so re 
-duced that in 1SS7 the yield of corn was 
not over five bushels per acre. . But now 
Mr. Drake undertook to improve it. 
To 


provide the vegetable matter or humus so 
•much needed, the land was liberally cov- 
-ered with takings of leaves, straw, etc., 
-from the neighboring woods. 
On top of 


this, twenty-five horse loads of stable 
manure were evenly spread broadcast; 
-also seventy-five bushels of cotton seed. 
-500 
pounds of manipulated guano, 250 


pounds cotton seed meal and 250 pounds 
•of kainit. The heavy dressing was all 
plowed under with a turning plow. 


. It was laid off in rows with the same 


plow, two furrows to the row", four 
feet apart; 100 pounds of guano were 
.-applied in the furrows, and then each 
pair of furrows were thrown into a ridge 
•with the same plow.

The acre 
was harrowed on the same day with a

Jhour. The next day, March 2, the acre 
was laid off, with the plow, in two fur- 
rows to the row. followed by the subsoil 
plow in each row. 
The rows were al- 


ternately three and six feet apatt—that 
.is, there were six feet between two rows, 
-then three feet, then six feet, and so on. 


THE VARIETY AXX> CULTURE. 


The seecl planted was one bushel of 


-the common gourd variety of the South- 
ern white Dent corn, but it was a. strain 
-that had been improved by twenty years 
of careful selection from, the best of corn 
grown on this plantation.

was done in half a day by four hands, on 
March 2, the weather being warm and 
the land moist. Five or six kernels were

A PROFITABLE COMPOST.- 


My compost heap is composed of stable 


and barnyard manure purchased in the 
city, and hauled during the summer and 
fall. 
To it are added the rtfuse from 


the market garden, such as potato-tops, 
vines of the bean, pea, cucumber, melon, 
and in short everything ^wirh the ex- 
ception of ripe weeds) that would add 
to its value. 
Manure from my own 


horses, cows and swine is added. 
The 


heap is occasionally watered just enough 
to keep it from burning, but not suffic- 
iently to drain from it. 
The heap is 


worked over in winter, and is in fine 
condition when the time conies to use 
it. 
The amount of refuse that can be 


turned to accoun- in such a compost is 
remarkable, the more so as without it 
much of such material is wasted. A well 
utilized compost heap should be a feature 
of every farm.—American, Agriculturist. 


VALUE OF MACHINERY. 


The value of farm machinery consists 


in the saving of labor and time and the 
ability to do several times as much work 
in a season as without it.

HINTS FOR STRAWBEKKY CULTURE. 


2STo plant from its earliness and the de- 


licious fiavor of its fruit offers greater in- 
ducements for its cultivation to the own- 
ers of mode«t garden plots than the 
strawberry. The «round for a straw- 
berry plot ought, in reality, to be selected 
a year in advance, and so liberally 
manured as to require no further applica- 
tion at rune of planting.

THE VARIETY AND CULTURE, 


The seed planted was one bushel of

.grown on this plantation. 
The planting 
was doue in half a day by four hands, on 
March 2, the weather being warm and 
the land moist. 
Five or six kernels were 
M:lropped to each foot of the row. 
The 
latter were five inches deep, but the seed 
was only covered lightly an inch deep by 
Taking in the sides of the furrow. Rnin, 
•ihe next day, washed iu more soil, and 
•Hjovered the seed rather deeply. 
There 
were good rains March 10 and 15, the 
plants be^jan to show on tho 16th, and by 
Xhe 25 th there was a tolerably good 
tstand. On April 8 the crop was hoed for 
the first time, thinned to one stock every 
üvo or six inches, and the few missing 
places replanted. 
On the 20th the wide

the subsoil plow, so that the whole soil 
was not only full of fertility, but was iu 
that light and open condition that best 
facilitates root growth. 


parts of the field, an average lot of ears, 
and from 100 pounds of ears so gathered 
Mr. Tart obtained 80^- pounds of kernels 
and 19f pounds of cobs, 
Mr. Reynolds 
obtained 82 pounds of kernels and IS 
pounds of cobs, and Mr, Dunn got 83-J- 
pounds of kernels and 1(5^ pounds of 
cobs. 
Averaging these tests shows that 
82 per cent, of the total crop was ker- 
nels, or 14,273 pounds of shelled corn,

Corn is valued at seventy-five rents jiev 
bushel iu South Carolina, or ¿lOl'.lO for 
the crop, to which maybe added $15 for 
ouc and one-half tons of cured top-stalks, 
making th(? total receipts $^06.10, 
As- 
suming that the plant food in the stalks 
will be all returned to the land, the soil 
is robbed only of the nitrogen, potash 
phosphoric acids iu the korneU aud cobs, 
amounting in value to i>50'or $60. There 
would, therefore, be left in the soil at 
least il'SO worth of the manurial ele- 
ments put on in the" spring. 
Crediting 
only half of' this balance to the crop 
makes the receipts exceed .Expenses. 
On 
the inost practical bnsis, therefore, 
it 
must be admitted that the improvement 
to the land will fully make up for the de- 
ficiency in the value of the crop. 
The 
financial showmg of .the largest corn crop 
oa record is therefore on the right side. 
Contrary to the prevailing impression, 
also, the quality of the Southern white 
corn is quite on a par with the best avei-- 
age Eastern 
or Northern corn. 
The 
experience of the best feeders in the South 
shows that practice fully confirms the 
theoretical equality between tho Eastern 
(or Northern) and Southern corns, espe- 
cially for fattening purposes. 
This is 
another great argument for home produc- 
tion of the meats and dairy products con- 
sumed in the South.' It is notable that 
Mr. Drake's corn had from twenty to 
thirty-six rows per ear.—American Agri- 
cidturihL 


SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


TUT DUCKS. 


I have kept both chickcns and ducks, 
and X would say to any one who has had 
continued '»bad luck" with the former, 
try ducks. 
They arc far less trouble to 
raise; so far as my experience goes I 
might say tho} arc free from vermin, aud 
they are free from disease. 
I have never 
lost a duck from auy cause but accidout. 
Ducks mature early, growing much faster 
than chicktns. 
At about ten weeks old 
a duck will greatly outweigh a chicken 
and has cost nuich less to grow. 
Ducks 
will get a great part of their food by for- 
aging; they will cat at most anything, 
frona mud and ashc^ up. 
They begin to 
lay hi JIarch, or sometimes the latter part 
of February. 
Besides eggs aud chickens 
sold, there is a jirofit from tlie feathers. 
If you have little time, small palicnco 
and don't like to doctor fowls, trj? ducks 
instead of chickcns.— WorldS 


A PKOFITAUliB i^OMPOST.- 


My compost heap is composed of stable 
aud barnyard manure purchased in the 
city, aud hauled during the summer and 
fall. 
To it are added the rtfuso from 
the market garden, such as potato-tops, 
vines of the bean, pe«, cucumbcr, melon, 
and iu short everything (with the ex- 
ception of ripe weeds) that would add 
to its value. 
IManure from my owu 
horses, cows and swino is added. 
The 
heap is occasionall}' watered just enough 
to keep it from burning, but not suffic- 
,iently to drain from it. 
The heap is 
worked over in winter, and is iu fine 
condition when the time comes to use 
it. 
The amount of refuse that can be 
turned to account in such a compost is 
remarkable, the more so as Avithout it 
much of such material is wasted. A well 
utilized compost heap should be a feature 
of every farm,—A?iierica7i Aginculturist. 


VALUE OK MACHINKKY. 


The value of farm machinery consists 
in the saving of labor and time and the 
ability to do several times as much work 
in a season as without it. 
By the aid of 
machiney a farm of 300 or 400 acres 
may be managed as easily as one of fifty 
acres without it, 
A potato planter cuts 
the seed, drops aud covers it, and finishes 
eight acres in a day. 
A corn planter 
does the same, A gang sulky plow turns 
four acres a day, and a girl or boy can 
manage it. Any of tho new harrows will 
fit ten or twelve acres of stubble land for 
wheat in a day, 
A seed drill sows as 
much and saves half the seed. 
A self- 
binder does the work of four men Avith- 
out one; a manure spreader scatters a 
forty-bushel load in two minutes aud 
much better than ten men could do it by 
hand. 
A potato digger turns out 600 or 
700 bushels of potatoes iu a day; ''bug 
wagon" with pump and hose sprinkles 
an acre of potatoes with '*bug poison" 
in half 
au hour. 
The grass seeder, 
mower, horse rake, tedder, hay loader, 
and horse fork reduce the cost of mak- 
ing and housing hay to less than a 
dollar per ton, while the fodder-cutter aud 
the silo enables the farmer to feed one 
head of stork for every acre he cultivates 
in corn. All this being so, the hand-to- 
mouth farmer is left far behind by his 
more enterprising neighbor, and 
bor- 
rows money from him, becoming his 
servant and slave, for '»the borrower is 
servant of the lender."—iVtfw Yark Time^. 


HINTS KOU STKAWBEUUY CUJ.TUUE, 
Ko plant from its earliness and the de- 
licious fiavor of its fruit olfers greater in- 
ducements for its cultivation to the ov/n- 
ers of modest garden 
plots than the 
strawberry. 
The ground for a straw- 
berry plot ought, in reality, to be selected 
a year iu advance, and so liberally 
manured as to require no further applica- 
tion at time of planting. 
By the clean 
cultivation of a hoed crop of some kind 
the year preceding the berry crop the 
ground will be brought into the best pos- 
sible condition, and will also be measur- 
ably free from the weeds aud ijrass gen- 
erated in barnyard manure. 
This last is 
an important item, for grass is a difiicult 
obstacle to contend with in strawberry 
beds. 


After the ground is broken up by plow- 
ing or spading and just before the plants 
are set out it ought to be thoroughly 
raked over and pulverized. 
This gives 
the plants the start of auy weeds that 
might otherwise have sprung up. 
Ashes 
are often applied with decided benefit. 
A deep, strong, sandy loam is considered 
the best soil for stravrberries. 
On new 
land, where the original elements remain 
unexhausted by cultivation, less fertiliz- 
ing is requirec', of course, than on -worn 
lands. 
As to varieties no better advice 
can be given than to select such as have 
proved well adapted to the soil and cli- 
mate of the section where tJiey are to be 
grown. 
Fortunately this is no difiicult 
matter, as there arc few, if any, districts 
where one or more successful cultivators 
may not be found to give the desired in- 
formation and from whom plant« for the 
first setting may be obtained at a com- 
l^aratively small cost. 


Both fall and spring plantings are 
practical, but in rigorous climates preier- 


crs allow the wholo spaco to be occupied 
by the plants.—Nm YorTc Worlds 
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IXCRKASING THE TIKLD. 


When income does not pay expensa=?, 
means must be resorted to whereby cost 
cau bo reduced; otherwise farmers will 
soon bo driven olT their farms. 
Present 
average yield of 
crops in our whol® 
country cau be easily increased one-third 
with little additional cost of production» 
by more thorough aud intelligent prac- 
tice. 
To this cud laud must be enriched 
to support full crops; must be clean from 
all foul weeds aud grasses; must bo 
drained of surplus moisture by undcrdrains 
if uot uaturaliy drained; pulverization of 
soil must bo thorough, for seeding; aud 
for aftcr-cultivation, to keep surface mel- 
low aud to destroy all weeds; adaptcrops 
to soil; seed to grass aud clover, to lie in 
sod twoj'ears out of five. No intelligent 
farmer will attempt 
to raise 
winter 
Avheat on a strictly muck soil, but will 
r.ither plant corn, potatoes, turnips or 
onions—the 
latter 
being 
especially 
adapted. 
Neither will Indian corn bo 
planted on heavy soil, for, however rich 
in plant-food, this laud will not product 
corn at a profit; but at the same time 
there is no better soil for wheat, peas or 
hay. 
Corn finds its natural adaptation 
of soil in a sandy gravel or loam of any 
base; a soil that will remain loose and 
friable. 
The best class of grain land» 
are not, as a lule, profitable grazing 
lands, though stock-raising aud feeding;^ 
should be made a branch by mixed hufl- 
bandry (the true system of improved 
farming), together with a rotation of 
crops and seeding with clover frequently; 
this adds manure to restore fertility of 
soil. 


No soil is so exclusively adapted to 
grain-growing that a frequent seeding to 
clover and other forage crops, to be fed 
on the farm, will not be found moat 
profitable. 
Lauds of the above character 
arc not M'cll adapted to dairying, though 
many modern teachers of improved farm- 
ing claim that the dairy may, by use of 
silage, 
be 
profitably connected 
with 
grain-farming on our best arable lands, 
but it has not been heretofore made a de- 
sirable branch 
of 
mixed 
husbandry. 
Dairying is best adapted to lauds not 
well suited to grain—moist,springy land, 
where water is everywhere convenient, 
and where the pasture carries a verdure 
of green in the dryest season, has much 
advantage over the farm without living 
spriugs and where water is obtained only 
at great expense. 
Another fact is, bad 
crop returns are not due so often as some 
suppose to exhausted fertility, but many 
times result from jDOor cultivation, 
A 
perfect fining of the soil, and extirpation 
of all noxious weeds, will do much to re- 
store productiveness to the "run-down" 
farm. All lauds based on a firm of tena- 
cious suijsoil can be greatly improved by 
deeper plowing; a few inches of subsoil 
turned up in autumn, where the pulver- 
izing effect of winter frosts may act upon 
it, will wonderfully improve tho land. 
Raising clover to plow under is a means 
of improving land in general; it cannot 
be relied upon for perfect fertilit}'", yet is 
a great renovator of the worn-down lands. 
The growing of clover or other forage 
crops for feeding on the farm, also the 
purchase of grain for feeding, with care 
iu saving manure, is the most reliable 
source of fertility. 
Commercial fertiliz- 
ers may be used to increase crops, but 
not to restore exhausted fertility.—Nem 
York Tribune.

Cull fiocks and herds as often at least 
as once a year.

Hens should be permitted to range in 
the pear and apple orchards. 
It will 
beuefit the trees aud also the hens. 


If the rabbits bark the young trees 
wrap the latter with tarred paper which 
also 2>revents the borer from injuring 
them. 


Most vegetables can be improved by 
care in selecting only the best specimens 
for seed, and growing them under favora- 
ble conditions. 


Warming the stable and keeping the 
stock comfortable is better than warming 
it up once or twice a day by giving it 
warm water to drink. 


Corn and stalks fed together constitute 
a better ration than either fed separately. 
Nature knows better thau man how to 
combine food constituents. 


Don't club a bull; it only makes him 
more ugly. 
If you must punish him use 
a whip that will sting him. 
He will 
mind that ten times quicker thau he will 
a club. 


The man that puts iron bits in his 
horses' mouths in very cold weather, 
without first warming the bits, has alto- 
gether too much of the savage in hi« 
composition. 


The fence for a shelter and east wind 
for food do not make very fat stock, but 
animals crowding around a straw stack 
on u cold, stormy day do not fare much 
better than this. 


This is a good time to think of what 
plants are to be propogated and seeds 
bowu in your garden. 
Lists of these 
should be made, and pots, boxes, sand, 
soil, etc,, got ready ^before they are 
needed. 


Don't fail to put a great deal of well- 
rotted manure on the garden and turn it 
under, 
Itemember that the more food 
there is within reach of the plant the 
more it will consume, and store up ia it» 
fruit and leaves and stem.

and dry them in a napkin; to one pint 
of flour add one pint of milk, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, two -well-beaten eggs, half 
a teaspoon of baking po-svder; stir in 
the clams carefully after the batter is 
•well mixed; fry them very brown in 
boiling hot fat. 


Cold Sliced Beef—Slice thin some of 


the cold, leaa beef, lay on a meat dish 
and pour over a sauce made of a table- 
spoonful each of -walnut and mushroom 
catsup, French mustard, 'a beaten egg, 
half a teacup of vinegar, a tablespoonful 
cf melted butter, the juice of a lemon. 
with butter, pepper and salt to taste. 


Stuffed 
Tomatoes—"Wash sis large 


tomatoes and remove the stem ends; re- 
move the seeds and pulp carefully, and 
mash them; add one-fourth of a cupful of 
cracker crumbs, one tablespoonfnl of 
melted butter, a little pepper and salt; 
fill the tomatoes vrith the mixture, 
sprmkle crumbs on top and bake them 
one-half hour. 


Macaroni ^Boup—Break two ounces of 


macaroni into pieces, put into a sauce- 
pan, and cover frith one quart of boiling 
•water; let boil for twenty minutes; 
drain, and cut each piece in two again. 
Melt a teacup of butter, add to the 
raacaroai; let simmer five minutes; sea- 
son mth salt and pepper, and serve with 
a plate of cheese. 


Flour Ball for Babies—Pack one quart 


of sifted flour solidly in a cloth and boil 
it four hours; after removing it from the 
cloth scrape off the entire coating of 
flour, about a quarter of an inch; under- 
neath the remaining portion -will be per- 
fectly dry and hard, like chalk. To two 
teaspoonfuls of this grated flour, previ- 
ously wet with a little milk and made 
into a thick paste, add one pint of boil- 
ing -water, the same of good, rich milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of lime water, one 
teaspoonful of sugar. After the sixth 
month four tablespoonfuls may be used.

TUB LOSS OF BUTTONS. 


The loss of buttons is a source of an- 
noyauco to every vpomnn. 
They nr« 
ironed off garments, washed off and 
pulled off. A lady gives two hints which 
will obviate this continued shedding of 
buttons. 
She says 
"When you begin, 
before you lay the button on tho cloth, 
put the thread through so that tho knot 
will be on the right side. That leaves it 
under the button, and prevents it from 
b^ing ironed or worn away, and thus be- 
ginning the loosening process. 
Then, 
before you begin sewing, lay a large pin 
across the button, so that all your threads 
will go over the pin. 
After you have 
finished 
filling 
the holes with thread 
draw out the pin and wind your thread 
round aud round beneath the button. 
That makes a compact stem to sustain 
the possible pulling and wear of the but- 
tonhole,—Fliiladdplda

Scald and scrapo clean the feet; if 
tne coveriuij of the toes will not come 
off without, singe them in hot embers, 
until they are loose, then take them off. 
Many persons lay them in weak lime 
water to whiten them. 
Having scraped 
them clean and white, wash them and 
put them in a pot of boiling water, with 
a little salt, and let them boil gently, 
until by turning a fork in the ilesh it 
will easily break, and the bones are 
loosened. 
Take off the scum as it rises. 
When done, take them from the hot 
water into cold vinegar, enough to cover 
them, add to it one-third as much of tho 
•water ill vriiiph they were boiled; add 
whole pepper and aUopice, wnth cloves 
and mace if liked, put a cloth and a 
tight-fitting cover over the pot or jar. 
Soused feet may be eaten cold from the 
vinegar, split in two from top to toe, or 
having split them, dip them in wheat 
flour and fry in hot lard, or broil and 
butter them. 


CANNED MII.K COMMENDED. 


I am now using canned milk—put up 
some weeks ago,against the time of need, 
when cows would be dry—and as the 
ladies say of many things, **it is just love- 
ly." 
I suppose it is purified, as water 
is, by bnnglng it to the boiling point. 
Milk condensed has long been a standard 
article of commerce, but I do not recol- 
lect of its being canned in its natural 
condition. 
I wonder at this, as it is 
thus in a much more desirable shape to 
be used for many purposes, and nothing 
is less trouble to preserve in this way. 
I think if I live to be a hundred years 
old I shall continue to use milk, peiiiaps 
more and more, as ray principal food. 
With some it does not agree, but the 
stomach is capablc of education as well 
;is the brain, and I advise all invalids, 
especially dyspeptics, to try different 
methods and accustom themselves to its 
use, if possible. 
As a single article, it is 
the best known, if not the only known 
perfect food. 
To those who would like 
to use it, but whose stomachs rebel, I 
suggest that they make it the principal 
constituent of rice puddings, and use it 
as they can with oat and corn meal, etc., 
. gradually increasing the quantity accord- 
ing to circumstances, 
I think a babe 
was never known to reject milk, there- 
fore it is a natural food, if not a natural 
medicine, and those to whom it is not

RECIPES. 


Steamed Pudding—One 
cup sugar, 
one half cup butter, two eggs; beat all 
together. 
Add one cup sour milk, one 
teaspoon soda, tliree cups flour, one cup 
raisins, spice to taste. 
Steam two hours. 


Clam Fritters—Take twenty-five clams 
and dry them in a napkin; to one pint 
of flour add one pint of milk, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, two well-beaten eggs, half 
a teaspoon of baking powder; stir in 
the clams carefully after the batter is 
well mixed; 
fry them very brown in 
boiling hot fat. 


Cold Sliced Beef—Slice thin some of 
the cold, lean beef, lay on a meat dish 
and pour over a sauce made of a table- 
spoonful each of walnut and mushroom 
catsup, French mustard, a beaten egg, 
half a teacup of vinegar, a tablespoonful 
of melted butter, the juice of a lemon, 
with butter, pepper and salt to taste. 


Stuffed 
Tomatoes—Wash 
six large 
tomatoes and remove the stem ends; re- 
move the seeds and pulp carefully, and 
mash them; add one-fourth of a cupful of 
cracker crumbs, one tablespoonful of 
melted butter, a little pepper and salt; 
fill the tomatoes 
with the 
mixture, 
sprinkle crumbs on top and bake them 
one-half hour. 


Macaroni ^oup—Break two ounces of 
macaroni into pieces, put into a sauce- 
pan, and cover with one quart of boiliieg 
water; 
let boil for twenty minutes; 
drain, and cut each piece in two again. 
Melt a teacup of butter, add to the 
macaroni; let simmer five minutes; sea- 
eon with salt and pepper, and serye with 
a plate of cheese. 


Flour Ball for Babies—Pack one quart 
of sifted flour solidly in a cloth and boil 
It four hours; after removing it from the 
cloth scrape off the entire coating of 
flour, about a quarter of an inch; \mder- 
neath the remaining portion will be peri- 
fectly dry and hard, like chalk. 
To two 
teaspoonfuls of this grated flour, previ- 
ously wet with a little milk and made 
Into a thick paste, add one pint of boil- 
ing water, the same of good, rich milk, 
two tablespoonfuls of lime water, ono 
teaspoonful of sugar. 
After the sixth 
month four tablespoonful« may be used.
